Now that a California-based corpora- 
tion owns Sun Valley, there's evei-y in- 
dication California use of the Sawtooth 
mountain area will increase still more. 
With everyone getting ii» on the act and 
working to publicize Idaho the California 
invasion could become a real bonanza. 

It's interestting to note that the sharp 
increase voted in Idaho's non-resident 
hunting and fishing fees a couple of 
years ago failed to reduce non-resident 
use of Idahx/s fields and streams. The 
prophets of doom spoke out sharply 
against the increase of a non-resident 
hunting and fishing license to $100, de- 
claring it would keep residents of other 
states out of Idaho. The non-resident 
— fishing license— was^ boosted to $15 for 
the season with a $5 license for seven 
days and a $2 license for one day. Last 
season, Idaho sold 91,460 of the three 
types of licenses. 

It all goes to show that visitors from 
other states place a higher value on Ida- 
ho attractions tJian the natives.

unions. The federal government has ex- 
erted so much authority over unions in 
recent y o or o t hat— it- would- seexrL _ only

look at voting procedures and ballot- 
counting. 

Two recent union elections seem to 
Indicate that officials of the unions st^ould 
not be trusted when it comes to cobtfit- 
ing ballots. The International Union of 
Electrical Workers voterf'for president 
and the incumbent, 6ne James B. Carey, 
subsequently announced he had been re- 
elected by a. "majority of 2,193 votes. But 
when the department of labor started in 
vestigating the election, it was deter- 
mined that Paul Jennings had been 
elected by a majority of 23.316. Still 
pending TS-the: out co m e o f the St«elwork- 
ers union election with the incumbent, 
David J. McDonald, claiming reelection 
by a majority of 48,000 votes and I. W 
Abel claiming a 38,000 majority. The "un- 
official" count gives the office to Abel 
by 5,000 votes. 

The casual observer is entitled to ask 
how long incumbent officials have been 
announcing union election results to fa 
vor themselves. Some rank and file 
members of unions have questioned the 
counting procedure for years without 
avail. More often than not, top officials 
of a union are reelected year after year 
and continue in office until they decide 
to retire. Quite frequently, they manage 
to select their own successors. The un- 
ions actually are "captive" organiza- 
tions. 

Developments In the Electrical Work- 
ers election, in particular, should provide 
enough incentive for the federal govern- 
ment to intervene in union elections in 
behalf of the rank-and-file member. Cer- 
tainly there's enough evidence to indi- 
cate that someone outside the union, 
should be delegated to handle and count 
ballots, iirtmion elections. Except for the 
federal governme nt, there's no^ other au 
thority that C0Uld-5tiyplrrTo"assure rnem 
. .bers of the unions that their wishes, as 
expressed on ballots, will bfe carried out 
If there's to be any supervision of union 



COLLEGE COST 
Almost half the American high school students 
in the top 20 per cent In scholastic aptitude fall 
to enter college, a study has shown. Most halt 
their educations because they cannot afford to 
go further. Th e cost of a college education haa 
risen' sd Yapidiy. i n fact, Uiut It la a ti md e ij f u j 
well -fixed families. For public Institutions, the 
average coot Is estimated now at $1,560 a year 
for private Institutions, $2.3T0. 

All this Is "Why the college schblorshlp loans ahd 
work projects Included in the poverty program 
seem to us to be among its most valuable parts. 
Last year the initial legislation under the pro 
gram provided funds to help 150,000 needy stu- 
dents to go to college by paying them for part- 
time work, on campuses or In their communities 
A new administration proposal, again part of the 
poverty program, would broaden thLi plan and 
also make loans to needy college students avail- 
able on a wider biusls. 

None of tills could logically be called a dole, 
although of course It will be called that and It 
will be called "socialism " o^^ wcU. Work must be 
performed for the work jjayments; the loons must 
be repaid. What could be more reasonable than 
that? What can do more to encourage Individual 
initiative and self -sustenance than enabling more 
people to earn higher educations? • , 

One objective of these programs Is to produce 
more teachers for what Is fast t>ecoming-'ft criti- 
cal shortage. Our annual "production" of Ph.D.'s 
Js less than half the number nooded In college 
fMchtng ftlone. and only half of these Ph.D. grad- 
uates are going Info tenchlng. By enabling more 
students to go to college and then to graduate 
school, we will be helping to fill that shortage. 

Not all the poverty program looks so obviously 
sound fl.^ thcfie parts. But the more the general- 
ities about this program ore left behind and the 
more specifics such as tJiese are considered, the 
more reasonable the program appears. — Atlanta 
Journal and Con-stliutlon.

MIDWAY ISLAND. April 24 
Lfi — Since 1B58. a U.S. navy 
squadron of Super Oon.stella- 
tlons has remained airborne 24 
hours n day. seven days a week, 
patrolling the 1.500 miles be- 
tween Midway l-sland and Aln.ska. 

On April 30, the la,sl of these 
patrols will be lounched from 
thU lonely North Pacific Island. 
1.100 mlle.i northwest of Hon- 
olulu. Then, the Distant Early 
Warning— DEW — lino extension 
will be ended. 

The planes will, for the most 
part, be mothballed. and' their 
aircrews dispersed to other Jobs- 
Many of them already have lelt. 

The department of defense de- 
creed an end to the patrol be- 
cause of the "declining nature of 
a manned bomber threat." There 
has been no announcement as to> 
what. If anything. wlU replace 
the patrol. 

The mission of the aviators 
has been something ICAS than 
dramatic.

H» was 
first arrested on a burglary 
charge, at the age of 10. but was 
acquitted. 

Between 1910 and 1034 Madden 
was accused of six killings, but

—one Tor parole violation and 
one for "Instigating" the killing 
of Little Patsy Doyle.

How does the apple force stub- 
born bromellads Into bloom? It 
glvej oil ethylene gas (harmless 
to humans) which acts as a 
growth regulator. They use the 
■ame principle In Hawaii to moke 
fleld-Krown plneai^ples bloom 
and form fruit. 

By the way, ethylene gas 
shortens the life of cut flowers 
such as roses, carnations and 
snapdragons. That's why it's a 
good Idea not to Iceep apples or 
potatoes or bananas near cut 
flowers. 

UMA BEANS: One factor 
wh^ch discourages gardeners 
from growing lima beans Is bud 
drop.

QUESTION OF THE WEEK: 
P. R. of Twin Falls: "I ordered 
three climbing strawberry plants 
from a nursery, and paid $4.9S 
for them. They've been In two 
years now and we haven't had a 
single berry. What's wrong?" ^ 
Let's start by saying there's no 
such thing as a climbing straw- 
berry. These plants do not climb 
but the runners must be secured 
on a trollls where they are sup- 
posed to bloom and Iwar fruit. 

Almost all plants of overbear- 
ing varieties will do this and 
might be called "climbing" 
strawberries. 

I'm sorry, but you were taken- 
In badly on your cllmblnj^traw-" 
berry,. venture. We've gr<iwn these 
plants and have seen those of our 
friends. Regardless of the mulch 
covering given them, the .runners 
were killed back to the ground. 

Most of the complaints I've 
received regarding this garden 
curiosity are similar to yours, 
and the question is asked: .what 
con be done to get the plants to 
fruit?
